Th<*re  is  a  belief  ,if  lung  •4*»nlt»g  imor- 
the  Greeks  of  LYmKruMtinuple  ii«at  the 
church  at  Santa  Sophia,  now  a  tmMjne, 
►Audi  lie  restored  to  Christianity.  ’Inn 
grand  building,  which  rovers  about  70  000 
square  feet  -  more  tLruu  otic  and  a  half  arris 
— was  erected  by  Justinian  in  the  aixtb  cen¬ 
tury.  It  was  eight  yearn  iu  bniidiug.  aud 
when  *t  last  it  stood  complete,  it  apimaml 
ho  uuir\  ek>us  iu  the  eyes  of  all  who  saw  it 
that  it  vraH  generally  believed  not  on l>  that 
an  angel  hiul  given  tb*  plan,  but  that  heaven 
hud  rained  gold  and  genui  for  the  expre** 
purpose  of  i:s  coustructiou. 

Hie  uobleet  (eio|>le«  of  Greece  and  Ada 
were  despoiled,  and  pillars  of  tho  inoct  pre¬ 
cious  marbles  were  brought  to  Constantino¬ 
ple.  Ephesus,  I’ergntuos,  Baidbec,  gave  Op 
their  treasures,  and  masses  of  Kgyi'tian  por- 
phyry  and  syenite,  which  centuries  before 
iuul  been  hewn  fdr  tbe  honor  of  Tens  and 
Artemis,  took  their  places  in  the  great 
Uhrintian  church.  It  ass  the  boast  at  Jus- 
tiuinu  I  Lai  ho  had  cx.viled  the  U-iuple  at  Je- 
nuaiuiu. 

••  I  have  surpassod  the*’,  oh,  Boknuon  !  w 
ho  exclaimed,  a*  he  gazed  upon  the  com¬ 
pleted  building;  and  it  is  haul  that  he 
caused  a  statue  of  Holomou  to  be  oreofed 
opposite  the  church,  with  a  sad  sxpressiou, 
(u  though  grieving  at  the  vast  size  and 
beauty  of  Justinian's  work. 

Earthqtiakes  shook  the  church  within  a 
few  years  of  itsN» completion.  Tits  greet 
dome  fell,  and  was  restored  by  a  younger 
Isadoms,  nephew  of  the  mechanician,  its- 
pairs  were  mode  to  the  fabric  by  successive 
emperors  ;  but  tho  doqigu  sas  never  altered 
oml  there  were  no  additions.  Then  oaurn 
the  fatal  May  of  1 153,  At  the  high  a  tar  of 
St.  Sophia,  Gonstsuiiuo  received  the  holy 
sacrament  during  the  night  before  the  great 
assault  (May  83),  iu  which  he  fell. 

As  tho  uows  sproad  that  tbe  Moimmtne- 
daus  hod  mad**  their  way  into  the  city,  the 
old  awe  and  veueraliou  which  had  spread  a 
sort  of  mystery  anaiud  hi.  Sophia  returned. 
Senators,  priests,  dkonks  and  nuns  hoetened 
to  take  refuge  within  its  recalling  an 

unuiunt  tradition  that  an  angel  would  des¬ 
cend  at  the  inoiuenl  when  the  InAdels  were 
advancing  toward  the  colmun  <>f  rionstaotine 
tho  Great,  and  putting  a  sword  into  the 
hand  of  a  cerium  luau  who  would  be  aittuig 
at  the  bane  of  tho  column,  would  order  bins 
to  avenge  tho  people  of  God  ;  whereupon 
the  Turks,  miaed  with  a  panic,  would  (aka 
to  (light  to  the  border*  of  1‘crsia. 

Hut  no  rach  heavenly  aid  came  to  the 
twenty  thousand  people  wlio  crowded  Hi. 
Huphin.  Mohaiuuio-i.  ou  eutenng  the  city,

plate  and  ornament  *  diaap|*ared  so  quickly 
that,  iu  tb*  words  of  Kiuhy,  “  Uw  mighty 
Luaple  soon  presented  few  traces  of  having 
been  a  Christian  church.” 

Mul-aruiUcd  himself  was,  it  is  said,  greatly 
impressed  With  the  rich  uisrblrs  and  splen¬ 
dor  of  the  place.  He  osuee  J  th«  I'luni/ina 
who  were  with  hiui  to  enuuuou  the  tron}ie 
to  prayer;  and  bis  own  preyer-earpel  was 
spread  on  the  high  altar.  There  (he  “Mon 
of  Iniquity,”  as  lha  Christian  llueas  <mllt 
hiu>,  annouured  tied  aa  «r<Aorlon  Greek  Kai- 
pire  was  rktiuot ;  umi  from  tiud  time  the 
cburck  of  Jestiniaii  has  served  as  Um  chief 
mowpie  of  tbe  oily. 

The  various  Christian  emblems  were  nor. 
erred  with  piaCrr,  aud  tluu  coats  of  |*lnt 
and  inoxuic  which  c<iuhi  hsvo  oflebded  no 
ooe,  were  afterward  treated  iu  s  aimilar 
inauuor.  H^vi-rul  large  aud  exterior  but¬ 
tresses,  rfuderei  ueceasary,  it  is  asserted, 
by  the  shock  of  tho  earthquake,  were  added 
by  Selim  II.  aud  Amurstli  III. ;  bat  what 
might  l>e  considered  a  fortunate  neglect  was 
more  or  lose  the  fate  of  St.  Sophia,  until 
1847,  w  ben  it  was  placed  in  repair  by  lha 
Italian  architect,  Fosaati,  at  -  the  instance 
of  the  Sultan  Abdul  Mejid.  This  work 
lasted  through  two  years,  and  was  com- 
pitted  under  great  difficulties.  Only  the 
zeal  of  ILcschid  Pasha,  it  is  Mid,  enabled 
him  to  bring  it  to  a  successful  end.

In  times  almost  pre- historic,  this  creattura 
was  bom  of  Egypt’*  sad  and  soUma  mytho*.

At  Kanme,  where  is  fownd  the  largest  and 
most  costly  temple  ever  reared  on  earth,  the 
avenue  connecting  it  with  Lnaor  b  a  ante 
iu  length ;  sad  tins  was  crowded  with  th*ee 


ing  near  tbe  tempi*  attest  only  twenty  feet 
a  pert,  lint  not  one  face  off  them  all  is  na. 
injured.  As  the  Turk  at  Athens  mutilated 
nearly  every  head  of  the  statnee,  so  in 
Egypt,  in  his  seal  agonist  idols,  La  left  not 
uot  on*  perfect  He  acted  o*  the  buh 
man’s  theory,  and  whenever  he  at  a  bead, 
hit  U.  Borne  of  the  More  nearly  perfsot 
ou*s  ware  removed  to  the  Bruish  Mu  ream 
and  the  French  collodions.
